Curious Australian Customs. 


In the Anthropological Section of tlio 


Britisli Association Mr. F. Bouncy read a 
paper on "Some Customs of the Abo- 
riginea of the lliver Darling, New South 
\\ ales." The lecturer described in somo 
(let-ail tho customs ol' the people with 
respect to the rearing and training of 
children. Tho difficulty of inuuitaining 
them led to the practice oi: exposure, but 
those infants who wero permitted to sur- 
vive were treated with kindliest), and 
muchoare was bestowed on their train- 
ing. The people were divided into two 
castes, who were kept ricidly apart I'm in 
each other; the children followed tho 
rank o£ tho mother. The laws'regulating 
marriage wero very strict, and were 
rarely infringed. At tho age of sixteen 
boys underwent a formal initiation in co 
manhood, which was accompanied witli 
painful and disagreeable ceremonies, and 
which tho youths do all they can to 
avoid. 
_ They were smoked almost to 


suffocation,a tooth was frequently drawn, 
and other suB'crings inflicted. 
Children 


were called by the name of animals, rep 
tiles, birds, or fishes. Tho youth wero 
frequently betrothed before initiation, 
and had great liberty of choice; tho feel- 
ings of the maidens wore little consulted, 
and they often knew nothing of their 
future husbands. 
But marriages wero 


generally happy, and family affection 
was very strong, although in the presence 
of strangers they were shy of making any 
external manifestations. As a rule a man 
had only one wife, though some were 
allowed to have two. In the case of 
sickness the patient and his friends dis- 
played great sorrow and melancholy. 
When any one died his name was not 
mentioned for long afterward. 
This 


practice was founded on fooling and not 
on fear. They had a belief in a future 
life, and that they would after death go 
to a land beyond the skies, where they 
could eatof the flesh and drink of theblood 
ducks and animals and enjoy other sen- 
sual pleasures. He had lived among 
this people and gained their confidence 
as no other European had. It was a mis- 
take to suppose that tho Australian 
aborigines were only of one race and 
tribe. There were, in fact, many tribes 
in Australia, differing widely fro'm each 
other.—London Times.

Pifl^CDt tidje is for stove doors and lan- 
terns, the fire-resisting qualities of tho 
Aineral, together tvith its transnarency, 
rendering it specially adapted for tliat 
fmrpose.

best sheets of mica can "be thus used. 
Vast heds of the substance exist in va- 
ripus pai'ts of the country, for which, ex- 
co^5t tlie iinost portious, as above men- 
tioned, there is little demand. New uses 
will, however, doubtless be discovered 
and invented, for mica is made up of 
valuable materials. 
AVe notice among 


tho recently granted patents two inven- 
tions in this line. 
One is for the manu- 


facture of journal 
boxes of cement, 


ground mica and Hour; the ingredients 
are mixed, pressed into shape, and then 
baked. 
The other is an apparatus for 


reducing mica to an impalpable powder 
and preparing it for use as a mixer i:i 
starch gloss and oily compositions. 


Chemically regarded mica is made ot 


silica, alumina, and potash. Silica is 
one of the hardest substances in nature, 
known in its purest and most beautiful 
form as ruck crystal. 


Alumina is another exceedingly hard 


substance. One of its most useful but 
impure forms is emery or curunchim.now 
so extensively employed for gnmiingand 
polishing purposes. " The most elegant 
and purest examples of silica are scon iu 
the well known precious stones, the ruby 
aud the sapphire. 


Potash, the remaining ingredient of 


mica, is familiar to everybody, and is ex- 
tensively used in the arts. 
Our commer- 


cial supplies of potash chiefly come from 
the ashes of plants and trees, and their 
roots take it from the ground,the granite 
rocks being the original source. 
Granite 


is composed of quartz,feldspar and mica.
